Lovejoy 
recalled 


(62nd of a Bicentennial 
year Press-Record series) 

On June 13 of this year, 
Arizona Republic reporter Don 
Bolles died in Phoenix of in- 
juries suffered 11 days earlier 
when his auto was bombed. The 
tragedy has recalled the death 
of Elijah Parish Lovejoy of this 
county, Madison County, Ill. 

Best known martyr to press 
freedom in world history, 
Lovejoy is the subject of yearly 
services at a memorial in Alton, 
where in the previous century 
he was vilified"and murdered. 

Elijah Parish Lovejoy was 
born on Nov. 9, 1802, in Albion, 
Maine (Kennebec County), the 
son of the Rev. Daniel Lovejoy. 

He graduated with high 
honors from Waterville (now 
Colby) College in 1826 and went 
west to become a school teacher 
and then editor of the St. Louis 
Times. . 

In 1832, Lovejoy entered 
Princeton Theological 
Seminary, and the following 
year was licensed to teach the 
gospel. 

While he was at Princeton, 
some St. Louis friends had 
written him about the need for a

Certain others will 
have their pay reduced. 

“Recent news releases have 
reported that again this year 
the governor has decided to 
avoid asking the people of the 
state to meet the needs for the 
support of higher education,” 
Brandt said. 

“Once again, those who 
provide the service have been 
selectively taxed by reducing 
the compensation for their 
services several per cent below 
those providing similar services 
in private education and in 
similar positions in business.” 

Brandt said budget cutbacks 
for salaries amounts to “taxing 
a certain segment of the 
population—university  empl- 
oyes—by in effect using their 
money—money they didn't get 
in raises—to avoid a tax in- 
crease for the entire 
population.”’ 

SIUC appropriations bill went 
to the governor with a request 
for $2.5 million to fund salary 
increases. That was cut to 
slightly over $1 million 

Brandt said the 2% per cent 
pay increase package for 
faculty and administrative 
employes will include a 1 per 
cent across-the board hike for 
everyone, and 1% per cent to be 
allocated for merit increases. 
Merit raises will be distributed 
by vice-presidents according to 
various formulas. 

The breakdown of Civil 
Service range employes’ 442 per 
cent average increase will be: 2 
per cent across the board (but 
with higher percentage raises 


for lower paid employes), 1% 
per cent to boost those lowest 
paid in comparison with other 
state university workers in the 
same job classifications, and 1 
per cent for merit. 

SIUC employes working 
under union contracts will have 
their salaries negotiated within 
the limits of 2% per cent in- 
creases, Brandt said. 

Some Civil Service workers 
paid at prevailing rates may 
have to be cut, Brandt said, 
because their pay hikes 
averaged 11 per cent last year 
and are expected to be 
negotiated at 10 per cent this 
year; SIUC has funds for in- 
creases of only 2% per cent. 
Prevailing rate salaries are set 
by other state agencies outside 
of SIUC. 

“A small reduction will be 
required in order to provide 
the necessary funding without 
taking it from other employes 
or programs,” Brandt said 
Most prevailing rate employes 
are in construction fields. 

Graduate assistants’ pay 
check will be boosted 2% per 
cent, but wage rates for un- 
dergraduate student workers 
will not go up except to meet 
federal minimum wage 
guidelines 

Brandt said “this selective 
taxation by the executive 
branch of our state government 
demeans those who serve the 
state so well and deprives them 
of normal earned com- 
pensations. It is obvious that 
each of you will be watching the 
commitments of the candidates 
with regard to how they intend 
to meet the funding needs of 
higher education. If you share 
my concerns, I urge you to 
express them, especially at 
election time."* 

Raises normally go into effect 
on July 1 and show up in pay 
checks after that. Because the 
SIUC appropriation was signed 
late (July 13), increases for 
July and August pay periods 
will be paid in September, 
Brandt said.

“My parents died in 1920 and I 
lived in an orphanage for four 
years. That is where I became a 
farmer doing everything 
from milking and plowing to 
planting and harvesting 

“Everything was done with 
horses and mules. There were 
no tractors. Even the wheat 
threashing was done with big 
steam-powered machines. 

“At age 14, I was in charge of 
the produce for the orphanage. 
We raised everything from 
green beans to strawberries. I 
also served as barber for the 120 
children,’ Graham recalls. 

“In 1924, I returned to Granite 
City to work at Graham's Book 
Store, which my uncle had 
started in 1922. 

“We started a wholesale 
magazine and school supply 
business and delivered all over 
the Tri-City area 

“At one time, we had our own 
book rental department and it 
was quite popular. Our hours at 
the store were from 7 a.m. to 9 
p.m. six days a week and from 7 
a.m. to 6 p.m. on Sunday. 

“T went to high school from 8 
a.m. to 1 p.m. and graduated in 
1926. I worked two years and 
then enrolled at the University 
of Illinois in 1928 — graduating 
with a bachelor of science 
degree in 1932 

“My first job after that was as 
a reporter on the East St. Louis 
Journal where Mel Price, our 
present congressman, was a 
fellow reporter. 

“My wife, Zura, and I were 
married on March 4, 1933, the 
day that Franklin D. Roosevelt 
was inaugurated as President 
for his first term. 

“It was the heart of the 
depression years and on that 
particular Saturday all banks in 
the country were closed by 
proclamation, until they could 
prove themselves able to 
operate soundly; many never 
were able to reopen. 

“Everything was cheap — but 
very few people had any 
money,” Roy Graham 

“| was the charter president 
of the Granite City Kiwanis 
Club, serving as such in 1941 
and 1942, I was a charter 
member of the Eagle Scout 
Association of the Cahokia 
Mound Council which was 
formed at Camp Rankin in 1926, 
and a member of Gamma Theta 
Phi honorary scholastic jour- 
nalism fraternity at the 
University of Tlinois. 

“I was a member of the 
American Material Handling 
Society, and a finishing 
department production 
foreman at General Steel 
Industries for 11 years. 

“The many years with 
Graham's Book Store were very 
rewarding because of the 
hundreds of friends we have 
made. 

“Many of the leaders in our 
city are remembered as 
youngsters who came into the 
store to read comic books. We 
will miss seeing our many 
friends, but. we will always 
remember them.’

Schools eye higher 
birthrate in Illinois, 
see enrollment gain 


State Superintendent of 
Education Joseph M. Cronin 
said Thursday ‘the baby bust 
has bottomed out,”’ raising 
prospects for an end to 
declining school enrollments in 
Hlinois. 

Ina speech before the Illinois 
Association of Regional 
Superintendents of Schools, Dr. 
Cronin said, “During the 1975-76 
school year, the total number of 
live births in Illinois has not 
only stabilized but gone up 
slightly 

The increase was about 250 
over the previous year, he said 
The number of women of 
childbearing age will increase 
over the next five years 
demographers predict 

“Twenty-five years ago 
according to the state school 
chief, “Illinois was undergoing 
a major revolution in education. 
Rural villages in remote parts 
of Cook and St. Clair Counties 
were beginning to fill up with 


housing subdivisfons for 
veterans and others. Dozens of 
new schools were needed for the 
children born between 1945 and 
1959."" 

Today, he said, statewide 
school enrollments are ex- 
pected to shrink by 50,000 a year 
until 1980 

As a result, Dr. Cronin told 
the regional superintendents, 
hundreds of schools—some built 
as late as the 1950s—will be 
closed and fewer principals, 
superintendents and school 
systems will be needed 

With the slight increase in 
births last year, he said, “The 
outlook for the 1980s, is im. 
proving. We must design our 
work for the next decade so that 
we use our resources wisely 
during a period of population 
change." 

The Association of Regional 
Superintendents concluded its 
two-day meeting in Springfield 
on Friday

strike arson 


Robert A. Bailey, 29, 
Belleville, a former lineman for 
the R. Dron Electrical Co., 
Granite City, was sentenced 
Friday in St. Clair Circuit Court 
at Belleville to serve three to 
nine years in prison for arson in 
connection with the burning of a 
Dron truck during a strike in 
early February. 

Bailey was being tried on the 
arson charge when the trial was 
interrupted and he entered his 
guilty plea 

A St. Clair County sheriff's 
deputy said he was dispatched 
to investigate a suspicious auto 
across the street from the 
Illinois Power Co. office in 
Belleville and while he was 
investigating the car, he heard 
an explosion within the power 
company yeard, saw flames 
and saw a man running from 
the vicinity pf the company 
toward the car being watched. 

The man was stopped and the 
deputy alleged smelling 
gasoline on his clothing. Inside 
the yard, they found a Dron 
truck and nearby trailer ablaze. 
A gasoline can was found 
nearby. About five other Dron 
trucks nearby were endangered 
by the fire, but were not 
damaged 

Dron officials estimated the 
fire damage at about $20,000, 
including the tools and equip- 
ment on the truck. 

Bailey was a member of 
Local 309 of the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, on strike against Dron 
and several other electrical 
contractors, when the arson 
incident occurred.

GC park commissioners 
adopt $740,207 budget 


Granite City Park Board 
commissioners adopted a 
$740,207 budget Saturday 
morning to operate local park 
district facilities in 1976-77. 

The action was taken at a 
meeting recessed from July 28 
and following a public hearing 
on the budget Friday night. No 
objections to the proposed 
budget were presented at the 


hearing, according to Board 
Secretary Frank Rea. 


The new budget is reduced 
$14,325 from last year’s ap- 
propriation total of $754,532, 
with a $30,592 decrease in the 
general corporate fund. 


Increases were noted in other 
funds, including a $8,766.50 
raise in the recreation fund, 
listed at $216,903; a $5,000 up- 
swing in the Illinois Retirement 
Fund to $30,000; a $2,400 in- 
crease in liability insurance, up 
to $11,400; and $100 more in 
audit expenses, up to $2,300. 

The general corporate fund 
appropriation is $418,479 and the 
Ice Rink bonds $61,125 remains 
the same. 

The amount allotted to bond 
payments on the Wilson Park 
ice rink will retire the 10-year 
total of $450,000, giving the park 
district full ownership of the 
facilities.

The tavern's liquor license 
had been granted earlier in 
March to Patricia E. Sorlie. The 
license was suspended for 30 
days following the shooting and 
currently active. 

There were believed to have 
been two disturbances in the 
tavern that afternoon and, 
during the second scuffle, 
Presley allegedly came from 
behind the bar with a pistol and 
fired a shot which struck Mr, 
Waits. 

Due to the guilty plea, there 
was no trial or testimony 
clarifying the circumstances 
leading to the death, authorities 
noted.

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religious newspaper in the 
“godless city” of riverboatmen, 
traders and drifters. 

Tn 1833, he was editor of the 
St. Louis Observer, organ of the 
Presbyterians in Illinois and 
Missouri. He alsé did some 
preaching and organized 
evangelistic revivals. 

On $500 @ year, he married 
and started a family. He had 
four years to live. 

In the columns of his 
Observer he expressed 
unquestioning belief in God and 
Jesus Christ. Soon he wrote and 
also preached against slavery 

During the summer of 1835, 
Lovejoy was still in favor of 
gradual emancipation. 

Nevertheless,  slaveholders 
and the rabble resented him, 
and threats were uttered 

As abolition excitement grew, 
supporters of the paper feared 
for the safety of the print shop. 

Lovejoy that summer barely 
escaped being tarred and 
feathered, and two other St. 
Louis papers, the Argus and the 
Commercial Bulletin, criticized 
him severely 

In October, prominent 
citizens urged him to ‘‘distrust”’ 
his own judgment and hen- 
ceforth “pass over in silence 
everything connected with the 
subject of slavery.” 

They also asked him to 
“announce in your paper your 
intention so to do.” 

When his letter was found 
after his death, it was noted that 
Lovejoy had written on it two 
weeks before he was murdered 

“I did not yield... I have sown 
eternal opposition to slavery, 
and, by the blessing of God, I 
will never go bac’ 

In speeches he gave, Lovejoy 
took the position that “if you 
give ground a single inch, there 
iS no stopping place. I deem it 
therefore, my duty to take my 
stand upon the Constitution.’ 

His enemies were not im 
pressed. By late May 1836, after 
observing some boys stoning 
the corpse of a lynched Negro 
and commenting on the scene in 
his Observer, Lovejoy felt it 
-was best to leave St. Louis 

He left for Alton, a Mississippi 
river city north of St. Louis 
where his brother John had 
worked on the Telegraph 

Illinois seemed a good state to 
him, as several anti-slavery 
centers already flourished 
there. Perhaps he expected 
support for his newspaper and 
his opinions as well 

He made the mistake of an. 
nouncing his imminent 
departure. Ruffians ‘severely 
damaged his shop and threw 
parts of the press into the 
Mississippi 

The rest of the press was 
shipped to Alton, where 
arriving on Sunday, it stood on 
the wharf until dark. Then, 
Alton antiabolitionists shoved it 
into the river 

His first press was gone. 

His second was soon bought 
for him by a group of Alton's 
leading citizens, who wanted to 
impress him with their 
professed revulsion at the 
lawless act perpetrated by 
unfriendly Altonians 

This latter group was far 
from contrite. They made it 
clear to him that he was as 
unwanted in Alton as he had 
been in St. Louis 

His anti-Catholic stance .and 
abolitionist sympathies ran 
counter to the attitudes held by 
large numbers of workers who 

had flocked to Alton to work in 
construction and in packing 
houses. And his writings and 
preachings ruffled feathers 
among upper-class citizens as 
wel 

Lovejoy’s determination was 
unwavering. On July 6, 1837, he 
asked his readers to come ‘‘to 
the rescue. The voice of three 
millions of slaves calls upon you 

to come and unloose the heavy 
burdens, and let the oppressed 
go free!” 

Two days later, at a public 
meeting ‘‘to suppress 
abolitionism in our town,” five 
prominent citizens signed a 
resolution urging Lovejoy to 
desist from publishing in 

diary doctrine and to 
refrain from advocating ‘the 
misrule of modern 
abolitionism.’ 

Lovejoy made no com- 
mitment to change his ways. 

On Aug. 21, 1837, a mob for- 
med at Alton and, while moving 
toward Lovejoy’s home, met the 
editor on his way to an 
apothecary's 

Shouts of ‘Tar and feather 
him" were not enacted because 
Lovejoy remained calm, asked 
the men to obtain his wife's 
medicine and take it to her 
(which they did), and then 
declared, ‘‘I am in your hands, 
and you must do with me 
whatever God permits you to 
do.” 

His courage saved him from 
bodily harm, but that night his 
second press was destroyed by 
a hand of 11 to 20 men. 

After throwing rocks through 
the windows of the shop and 
injuring one of the workers in 
the head, the band drove 
Lovejoy’s men from the 
building 

The intruders then wrecked 
the press, type and other 
equipment. 

‘Thus, Lovejoy’s second press, 
almost new, came to its end. It 
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took four weeks to obtain the 
third. 

In the meantime, Lovejoy had 
become involved in organizing 
an antislavery convention to be 
held at Alton on Oct. 26. 

When the press arrived 
exactly a month after the 
destruction of press number 
two, it was taken directly to 
Gerry and Weller’s warehouse, 
protected until about midnight 
— and then promptly seized by 
anti-abolitionists who 
dispatched it to the bottom of 
the Mississippi 

His last few weeks on earth 
were bitter ones for Lovejoy. 

The anti-slavery convention, 
attended by Edward Beecher, 
president of Mlinois College and 
other notables, was cleverly 
dominated by anti-abolitionists 
who effectively sabotaged the 
event 

In anticipation of the arrival 
of the fourth press — just how 
the last two presses were 
financed is not clear — a 
number of prominent Altonians 
met on Nov. 2 and 3 

Their hope was to induce 
Lovejoy to leave the city so as to 
avoid violence 

Lovejoy was present at these 
meetings despite the fact that 
his home had been attacked 
twice in recent days. One stone- 
throwing attack had been so 
vehement that his wife and 
baby boy had sought refuge in 
the attic 

I dare not flee from Alton,” 
he told those assembled. “The 
contest commenced here; and 
here it must be finished 

“Before God and you all, I 
here pledge myself to continue 
it, if need be, till death. If I fall, 
my grave Shall be 
Alton. 

There were apparently some 
men ready to oblige him 

After the destruction of his 
third press, and presumably 
after ordering the fourth, 
Lovejoy toward the end of 
September visited St. Charles 
Mo., where his wife was staying 
with her mother and sister 

Here, ruffians seized him and 
would have dragged him away 
had not the three women clung 
to him 

A friend arriving on the scene 
then forced the attackers into 
the yard, where they swore and 
threw missiles at the house 
before departin 

The fourth press arrived on 
Nov. 7, 1837. Unloaded at 2 a.m., 
it was taken to the third floor of 
Godfrey and = Gilman's 
warehouse 

On the following night, the 
owner of the warehouse, a 
handful of friends, Lovejoy and 
some men from his shop 
barricaded themselves with 14 
men of a hastily-formed militia 
troop into the warehouse 

In the late evening hours, a 
mob that had formed at local 
saloons advanced to the 
warehouse, and shots were 
exchanged. An anti-abolitionist 
fell dead 
Burn ‘em out! Burn ‘em 

the bloodthirsty throng

They set a ladder against one 
of the windowless sides of the 
warehouse, and a ruffian 
named Rock — encouraged by 
three physicians: James 
Jennings, Thomas Hope and 
Horace Beal or Beall — climbed 
to the roof and poured burning 
pitch onto it 

Lovejoy and two of his men, 
wondering why the sudden 
silence, and perhaps smelling 
the smoldering roof, left the 
warehouse to check the sides of 
the building 

The door creaked and alerted 
the attackers. As soon as the 
three rounded a corner 
weapons blazed 

Lovejoy took three shots in 
the chest, one in the abdomen 
and one in an arm 

As he was being helped back 
into the building, his return 
caused one of the defenders to 
call, “They have murdered 
Elijah Lovejoy,” which set off 
yells of jubilation without 

After the press’s protectors 
voted to leave the warehouse. 
the mob entered,” found the 
press on the third floor, pushed 
open a riverfront door and sent 
it crashing onto the gravel 
below 

Lovejoy's death did not lay 
the hatred against him to rest 

So strong was the animosity 
of his enemies that they 
followed his coffin with scof- 
fings and insults on its way to 
the grave 

He was buried on his 35th 
birthday, Nov. 9, 1837

were more likely to be working 
than were widows, whose 
median age was 60. 

The overall unemployment 
rate of women who head 
families (10.0 per cent) was 
higher than the rate for wives 
(8.5 per cent), mainly because 
of the higher unemployment 
rate of black women heading 
families (14.0 per cent) 

The March 1975 population 
the 1974 
median family income for all 
female family heads was $6,400, 
Jess than half that of hushand- 
wife families—$13,800. 

About 2.8 million of these 
families had a total income that 
was less than $5,000. Among 
nonfarm families headed by 
women, the poverty level in 1974 
was $5,014 for a four-person 
family, $3,822 for a three-person 
family and $3,167 for a two 
person family.

“We have been able to pur- 
chase a book security system 
designed to cut book losses and 
to upgrade and replace worn- 
out microfilm equipment. 

The library otherwise had no 
funds for these urgent needs. 

“Private support has become 
essential for any university 
library in this day and age, and 
we trust that the area served by 
the university will respond with 
financial help in this critical 
time.” 

The Lovejoy Press artifact is 
a small iron clasp for an ink or 
form roller on a printing press. 
It is reliably believed to be from 
the newspaper press which 
Elijah P. Lovejoy defended to 
his death against a pro-slavery 
mob in Alton on the night of 
Nov. 7, 1837. 

The Friends purchased the 
artifact with a grant from 
Burton C. Bernard, Granite City 
attorney and area historian who 
is a member of the Friends 
Advisory Board. 

Bernard's grant for purchase 
of the vartifact was made in 
honor of Irving Dilliard of 
Collinsville, who, Bernard said, 
“has extensively educated the 
public to the importance of 
Elijah P. Lovejoy.” 

The clasp remained for many 
years in the estate of William 
Clark Breckenridge (1861-1927), 
St. Louis collector and historian 
from whose heirs it was pur- 
chased through the assistance 
of Elizabeth Dunlap, St. Louis 
rare book dealer and friend of

Revenue sharing is bad 
fiscal policy both for the 
federal government and the 
recipient state and local 
governments. The federal 
government can ill-afford to 
finance general revenue 
sharing; it has no revenues to 
share, only a large deficit 

s a former state treasurer 
and state representative I feel 
strongly about the dangers of 
one government spending the 
revenues collected by another. 

“Tt is clearly inconsistent 
with the principle of ac- 
countability in government 
Under general revenue sharing, 
the taxpayers cannot get a true 
accounting for their tax dollars. 

“Conceptually, revenue 
sharing undermines the in 
dependence of state and local 
governments. Under this plan, 
the states and localities have 
become increasingly dependent 
upon the federal government 
for their funds. I have 
frequently heard from local 
officials that not only must 
revenue sharing be extended, 
but it must be increased to keep 
pace with escalating costs. 

“As this dependency grows, 
states and localities have not 
been revitalized but, in fact, 
have become more vulnerable. 
As they look increasingly to the 
federal government for funds, 
rather than to their own 
initiative, they will become 
more impotent 

“T will examine the potential 
for amending the general 
revenue sharing bill, but I 
really do not think there is much 
that can be changed. The 
program continues to be 
structurally bad — the formula

Along with the. usual 
notifications of abrasions, 
scratches, cuts and bruises, the 
second quarterly report from 
the safety coardinator’s office 
at the university reveals ac- 
cidents occurring under cir- 
cumstances not considered 
common. 

Bruises and sprains from 
people-equipment contact in the 
sports arena: are expected. But 
what about the student who 
caught and jammed his right 
index finger in his pocket? The 
accident happened when the 
student, walking down the hall 
of the Science Laboratory 
Building between classes, 
played ‘“quick-draw" with a 
passing friend. 

The eagerness of students to 
flee from the classroom is well 
known, but they don’t usually 
depart so fast that they sprain 
their ankles. Two students 
attending SIUE did. 

One student sprained the 
right ankle when getting up 
after sitting cross-legged 
through class. Another suffered 
a sprain of the ankle when 
rising from a chair at the end of 
the class period. 

Some of the student-object 
contact accidents occurred 
because students became 
engrossed in their studies. 

One student bruised a finger 
while grabbing for a pencil in a 
biology class. Another mistook 
his own limb for that of a 
transplant when attempting to 
do a bark graft in the biology 
laboratory. The sharp en- 
counter with the knife blade 
resulted in a lacerated thumb. 

During the quarter, one

student was stung by a bee 
while working in the theater 
scene painting shop. Outdoor 
scenery painted by the SIUE 
theater majors is often so 
realistic, it is possible that the 
bee became confused. The 
insect may have considered the 
student as an invader of his 
territory, not the other way 
around. 

The most unusual accident, 
reported to the safety coor- 
dinator’s office’ during the 
quarter has to be the accident 
occurring during a spirited 
game of chess. The injured 
student was treated for a 
scratched middle finger of the 
left hand. A controversy bet- 
ween the pawns and a knight, 
perhaps?

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Civic center legislation deserves governor’s signature 


The civic center decision that has been 
facing Governor Daniel Walker has been 
inaccurately described by some as ‘‘an SIUE 
basketball arena disguised as a civic cen- 
ter." We hope the decision he has been in: 
the process of making is not being in- 
fluenced by such talk 

The only state university in Illinois 
lacking indoor athletic facilities, Southern 
Llinois University at Edwardsville has 
pledged to rent part of the time the Madison 
County cultural and performing arts center 
if it is built on land made available for $1 by 
SIUE. 

But it would be an entity of its own, 
governed by a board created by the state or 
county. Fhe center would have full title to 


the land and building, and yould chart its 
own course. 

SIUE would be a welcome tenant, helping 
significantly to assure the financial success 
of the project. But the school would not 
control the center, which would be the scene 
of a wide range of meetings, seminars and 
programs having little or no relationship to 
the university. 

There has long been a need for such a 
civic center in this county, and it would be a 
catalyst for an upsurge of economic activity 
beneficial to taxing agencies and taxpayers. 

The center twice approved by legislators 
deserves to be judged on its own merits, and 
they are numerous. 


Circuit clerk office accounting control has deteriorated 


Following is the text of comments on the 
office of the Madison County circuit clerk, 
contained in the 1976 county audit report of 
R. C. Scheffel and Company, certified 
public accountants: 

“In previous audits we have made 
comments and recommendations with the 
objective of improving the internal ac- 
counting control. In our previous audit 
for the year ended Nov. 30, 1974, we did not 
make any recommendations because we felt 
there had been substantial improvement 

“During our audit for the year ended 
Nov. 30, 1975, we found that the internal 
accounting control in some areas had 
deteriorated. Most of the recommendations 
that follow have been mentioned in prior 
years’ audits. 

A. “Currently, control is not maintained 
over closed case files. In order to provide 
proper internal control, we recommend that 
only one person, who does not receive cash, 
have access to the closed case files 

B. “Daily receipts at Edwardsville are 
kept overnight in a ‘safe’ with wheels. At 
least five people presently know the com- 
bination of the safe. We recommend that 
daily receipts be kept in a vault overnight 
with one person, who does not have access to 
any of the bag keys, responsible for 
collecting and distributing the locked 
deposit bags. 

C. 'Prenumbered receipts are being used 
only for bail bonds received directly from 
the defendant. We recommend that 


prenumbered receipts be made out for all 
cash receipts in all offices. 

D. "The diverse operations of this office 
require consistently firm, routine financial 
supervision. An increased effort should be 
made to see that the normal financial 
procedures are followed consistently. 

“The following recommendations do not 
necessarily apply to each division or area 
office: 

1. “All bank accounts should be 
reconciled and cash in checking and savings 
accounts should be reconciled with the 
outstanding liabilities. A timely report 
should be sent each month to the con- 
troller's office. 

2. “Checking account balances in excess 
of normal operating needs should be in- 
vested 

3. “Receipts of each day should be either 
deposited or tumed in to central records 
with a financial report daily. The failure to 
do so resulted in an excess of approximately 
$2,800 of cash receipts for bail bonds over 
amounts of bank deposits, in one area. 

“In another area, the cash count at the 
time of our examination included over 
$3,000 of receipts for fines and costs which 
should have previously been transmitted to 
magistrate - central records. 

4. “Cash disbursements journals should 
be maintained. 

5. “Checks should be stamped 
deposit only at the time of receipt.”

Vice presidency called ‘nothing, but may be everything’ 


Press-Record Washington Bureau—The 
one element of suspense in the Democratic 
National,Convention was put to rest when 
Jimmy Carter announced Walter Mondale 
as his choice of a running mate. The 
Democrats went home determined to elect 
their ticket — candidates for president and 
vice president — in November. 

That's how it's done by tradition in 
American politics. But in 1976 it is obvious 
that tradition can sell the vice presidency 
short as the second half of a national ticket 

Carter bowed to this new sense of im 
portance surrounding the vice presidency by 
calling in potentig! candidates for interviews 
in advance of the convention. He sought to 
dispel the notion that his running mate 
would be chosen in bargaining among 
political kingmakers in a smake-filled room 
— as tradition might have it 

Recent history has provided graphic 
examples of why the choice of vice 
presidential candidates should not be an 
exercise in political debt-paying or ticket- 
balancing. Three of the last six presidents 
elected in the United States did not serve 
out their terms. 

Every time there has been a presidential 
crisis — and in one generation we have seen 
them occur with the serious illness, death 
and resignation of presidents — the nation 
debates the subject of reform in the vice 
presidential selection process. Yet the 
mechanism has remained unchanged. 

Carter achieved the Democratic 
presidential nomination through the ar- 
duous test of state primaries, party con- 
ventions and caucuses. He started early, 
campaigned hard and corraled enough 
delegates to make the nomination a no 
contest issue in New York. 

However, the candidate who will run at

his side — who becomes one of four people 
with the potential of being president in the 
next four years — was plucked from the 
party ranks largely on the judgment of 
Carter and the acquiescence of convention 
delegates 

Both the Democrats in New York and the 
Republicans later in Kansas City will be 
mominating a vice president through a 


process that is less than perfect from the _ 


standpoint of grassroots democracy. ‘ 

It may be expecting too much of either 
party that traditional considerations of 
balance be ignored in forming a national 
ticket, whether the aim is regional appeal or 
a liberal-conservative combination. At 
campaign time, priority inevitably goes to 
fielding a ticket that can win. 

But the ticket, history tells us, may also 
contain a future president in the No. 2 spot, 
someone who must meet the same standards 
we expect of the one at the top. 

This is a good time to recall — and put in 
its proper place — the famous quotation of 
John Nance Gamer, who said the vice 
presidency ‘‘Isn't worth a pitcher of warm 
spit.'" He may have felt that way, spending 
ight years in the job without much to do, 
but history provides ample rebuttals of his 
remark. 

John Adams, the first vice president, had 
a much better grasp of what the office 
means. 

“In this I am nothing, but I may be 
everything,” he said. One of the vice 
presidential candidates nominated at the 
conventions this summer could be 
everything indeed as the future unfolds. 

The parties must make this nomination 
something more than a genuflection to the 
demands of a balanced ticket.

Flaws in 
schools’ 
aid plan

SPRINGFIELD — Over the 
next few months, as the legis- 
lature meets, you will be 
reading a lot about the state 
school aid formula. 

That’s because it doesn’t 
work. 

And what critics say are 
flaws in the way Illinois doles 
out money to schools show up 
clearly in some districts’ fi- 
nance picture. 

The formula, also called 
the resource equalizer, was 
designed to assure a young- 
ster from a rich community 
the same financial backing as 
achild from a comparatively 


ty. 

Before it was passed and 

signed in 1973, several studies 
had concluded funding 
schools tareeee property 
taxes tended to shortchange 
some students. 

A community that lacks in- 
dustry or expensive homes, 
for examples, can raise only 
a limited amount of revenue 
no matter how heavily it 
taxes its homeowners. The 
problem is its low assessed 
valuation, 

The formula attempts to 
correct this by giving money 
to a district that is willing to 
tax itself but is too property- 
poor to get much return on 
that tax And any two dis- 
tricts taxing at the same rate 
should get the same amount 
of money from local and state 


dents, measured as the aver- 
age daily attendance over a 
six-month period; the local 
tax rate; and the wealth of 
the district, measured in 
terms of the value of its tax- 
able property.
